Of Ratepayers 

REPORT OF COUNCIL 

Your ree^ve and councillors have the 
honor to submit the following report 
of the work accomplished during the 
year 1920. 

The financial statement and the au¬ 
ditor’s report have been mailed to 
\' each resident ratepayer in the dis¬ 
trict from which you will readily ob¬ 
serve the amounts received from vari¬ 
ous sources, and the amounts expend¬ 
ed by your council during the year 
just, closed. , -— 

There is still a very large amount 
still outstanding for seed grain loans, 
mostly owing to the fact that many 
have not yet disposed of their grain; 
and a personal statement is being ob¬ 
tained from every borrower as to 
i whether his grain is sold or not 
where all grain has been sold, Feb- 
®Kiary 28th has been set for settlement 
ailing which distraints will be is¬ 
sued forthwith. 

As a result of the Tax Sale List for 
j 1920, over 300 quarters in arrears paid 

i up all back taxes. Those quarters

; it was in the power of the District 
< to sell automatically became the pro- 
I perty of the District; and those lands 
! belonging to the Crown ; and the 
C.P R. are being preceeded against 
5 at this time by distress. 

There have been two Municipal 
[ Conventions held during the year, at 
both of which your Council was re¬ 
presented by delegates; one in Feb- 
; ruary last in Edmonton, and one_ in 
* November in Calgary. These con¬ 
tentions serve the purpose of thresh¬ 
ing out municipal problems as they 
' arise in the various districts, and 
through the united demands of the 
. delegates at these conventions it is 
j. possible to have the necessary amend- 
Iments made in the Municipal Act as 
the need arises. 

i All the monies shown as having 
been paid out during the last seven 
; years to sick and needy persons have 
' been fully secured and bear interest, 
with the exception of about $250; 
which is a very small percentage for 
l such a long period for a district of 
■ nine townships. 

Your Municipal Hall has been regu¬ 
larly rented up to the beginning of 
last summer, and has been a source 
of revenue in excess of the interest 
on the monies expended in the origin¬ 
al capital. It is at present vacant 
with the exception of occasional 
dances, etc., but an offer has been 
made to rent .it for business purposes. 

A Municipal Hospital Scheme has 
again bee^ under consideration, but 
nothing has been done owing to the 
adverse crop conditions. This is a 
matter which will eventually have to 
be taken in hand. 

Your Board of Health have not had 
a very busy time, with the exception 
of the recent outbreak of Scarlet 
Fever, which is now reported as being 
all cleared away. Prompt measures 
were taken to stamp out this epidemic 
as soon as the cases were first known 
to exist. 

It shoud be borne in mind by all 
ratepayers that nothing can be done 
regarding the prevention or stamp¬ 
ing .out of diseases unless the mem¬ 
bers of the public will obey the laws 
of public health promptly by report¬ 
ing all suspected cases. 

A good many new surveys have 
been -applied for throughout the Dis¬ 
trict but, owing to the Department 
being so far behind in this work, some 
of the surveys applied for have had to 
be left over'until the next year. 

Now that the Government Automo¬ 
bile Road has been definitely fixed 
and become almost a reality, lit is 
practicable for your Council to make 


a real fixed roads programme, by 
steady application of improvements 
and repairs leading up to the Main 
Trunk roads. To this end your Coun¬ 
cil have now submitte' .o the De¬ 
partment of Public We < a list of 
roads which are to forpi, for the im¬ 
mediate future, what are to be known 
as Main District Roads Once these 
Main District Roads are put into con- 
Crete shape, there will remain only 
the minor roads to fix up leading into 
them. The present year then, should 
see the commencement of the making j 
of roads which shall be permanent. ' 

i 

Up to the present time, as must hap¬ 
pen in all new districts, most of the 
time and money have been expended 
in fixing up temporary roads, moving ! 
fences and diversions, and providing j 
for new roads as fast as fences have 
been put up to enclose old trails. The 
expenditure in this channel is prac- 
ticaly at an end. 

Your working plant has been in¬ 
creased by the addition of extra 
Fresno Scrapers and plows for each 
district, and one Ditcher Grader. 

The amount provided for road work 
was $8000; and the amount actually 
expended amounted to $8502. The 
rates of pay were increased. 

Weeds Inspection w’as carried out 
by the Councillor f*or each district 
who made it his business to attend 
to all reports forwarded through your 
office. This method vhas adopted as 
a temporary arrangement only/ for 
the purpose of curtailing expenditure. 

Work was commenced on the Main 
Road to Provost, between ranges one 
and f\V-n7^T-irniffn£T~ souT 1 1 ~~ from*" file 
Chauvin Stock Yords, some assistance 
having been granted from the Prov¬ 
incial Government in this regard; and 
this may be completed in the year 
1921. 

1 The court of Revision held last June 
heard fourteen appeals against ass¬ 
essment, and decided same to the sat¬ 
isfaction of all parties. 

Your new assessment was com- j 
pleted during the summer, and your 
next tax' notices will be based on 
that asessment, and will hold good 
for a period of five years. From this 
date all supplementary, educational, 
and wild land taxes will be levied by 
valuation, instead of, as heretofore, 
by an acreage rate. 

The Cemetery at Ribstone haS been 
laid out in suitable plots, staked and 
numbered, ^ind arrangements have 
ben made for' a. cemetery site at La 
Pearl 

The rate of taxation was maintain¬ 
ed at 7 milles; and the average rate 
for School Taxes was only 7y 2 milles 
throughout the district. 

The estimates for the year’ were, 
$17,957; and the actual expenditure 
amounted to $76,000.00. 

A movement was set on foot by Gilt 
Edge Municipal District for the pur¬ 
pose of making some arrangements 
regarding Herd Law regulations as 
between neighbouring Municipal Dis¬ 
tricts. Councillor Tunney was ap¬ 
pointed as your representative in 
that regard; but no meetings have 
yet been held. 

A temporary seating arrangement 
has been made for the Municipal Hall, 
owing to the destruction or removal 
of the former furniture; chairs not 
being found satisfactory for such a 
purpose. 

Your Treasurer’s Bond has been in¬ 
creased from $3000 to $5000, owing 
to the large amounts of money 
handled by him in comparison with 
former years. Over $100,000.00 in 
receipts and the same amount in dis¬ 
bursements for the year 1920, as com¬ 
pared with $16,000 for the year 1914. 

The, statement -of expenditure on 
roads of each Councillor is in your 
hands on the printed form, together 


with the remuneration; received by 
each Councillor; andajthjse printed 
forms are submitted as jthe proper 
statements required by *>h§ Municipal 
Districts Act. 

Th amendments to the Seed Grain 
Act make the following provision; 
viz:-that, in making tnetestimates for 
the year 1921, regard shiill be had to 
the amounts owing fo&yu&ed gram, 
and a sufficient rate shall be levied 
on all lands within the district to pro¬ 
vide for all seed grain indebtedness, 
in addition to the amount's required 
for all other purposes. Y 

Your Municipal District has now 
been organized as a Unit for 'Over 
seven years; and this is the eighth 
year on which we have now entered. 

Your retiring Councillors are:-Div¬ 
ision No. 4, Counc. W J. Sewell: 
Division No. 5, Counc.'.J. McCluskey 
Division No. 6. Counc. W|;E. Tun¬ 
ney; all of whom are eligible for re¬ 
flection for the term of two years. 

All of which is respectively sub¬ 
mitted.

The annual meeting of the rate¬ 
payers for the discussion; of the af¬ 
fairs 'of the municipal district of Rib¬ 
stone was held in the Municipal Hall i 
at one o'clock, in the-afternoon, Mon¬ 
day, February 21st. There were forty 
ratepayers present. Reeve Fergus - 
son presiding 

Moved Eva^ns—Smith that the reeve 
give a statement of the, w*»rk done by 
j the council during the yea^T920 
"^“ecve^F^ergUson then gave a short 
resume of the. work of the coucnil, 
and called upon the secretary to read 
the report N of the council. The re¬ 
port of the councilors and reeve was 
then read by the secretary. n 

Moved Nicholson—Evans that each 
councillor give an account of the mo¬ 
nies he had spent during the year. 

The secretary explained that the 
figures were all in the hands of the 
ratepayers in the authorized form: 
and that each job executed by the 
councilors was set out in detail on the 
time sheet for that job; that,to whom 
the money was due; and that a de¬ 
scription of the work performed and 
the cost of the same, with the loca¬ 
tion, was entered in full on the back 
of each time sheet, said sheet fhen 
being signed by the- foreman on that 
jpb, and countersigned by the reeve. 

These time sheets could be seen at 
the office at any time. It was practic¬ 
ally impossible for each clr. to give 
from memory, a detailed account of 
the expenditures at this meeting. 

Councilors Sewell and Tunney then 
replied toquestions in regard to road 
work and expenditure. 

Mr E N. Evans spoke in favor of 
the work being arranged each year 
for each division in the following 
manner: that the councillor call a 
meeting of his own particular resi¬ 
dent ratepayers, inform them of the 
amount alloted to him to spend on 
road works, and then to formulate a 
programme for his own division, allot- 
ing the money according to the wish 
of that meeting. He advocated the 
appointment of a specially experien¬ 
ced foreman to handle the work for 
the whole municipality 

Secretary said there was no pro¬ 
vision in the act for the carrying out 
of the appropriations in -such a man¬ 
ner; but that, as there was nothing in 
the Act to prevent it/ such a method 
could be adopted if the Councillor de¬ 
sired to do so. * 

Lt-Col Rodden then (as representa- 
tive 'Of the Chauvin district U.F.A.) 
put questions to the lioipinees and in 
reply, Counc. Sewell !\ stated that he 
was in favor of gooff roads, and, if 
desired, of the appointment of an ex¬ 


perienced foreman. Counc. Sewell 
I was a’lso in favor of grants to Agricul¬ 
tural Societies, with the proviso that 
the financial standing of the district 
and crop conditions should warrant 
same. He had always been a sup¬ 
porter of the Agricultural Society, and 
of any effort to improve our live 
stock. 

Counc. Tunney was in favor -of good 
roads, hat expressed the opinion that 
the ones who made the most com¬ 
plaints in regard to the roads were 
tho"Se who owned cars or heavy trac¬ 
tors,, and who did most damage to the 
roads without paying more than ot¬ 
her people, and those who refused to 
come out and help fix the roads when 
requested to‘do so. His great diffi- 
' eulty so far had been to obtain labor 
for the road works: and the men who 
were in arrears of taxes usually re¬ 
fused to work on the roads, or if they 
did work, seemed to think they should 
do as little as possible for the money, 
owing to'lhe fact that some of the pay 
would go on tax arears. 

The question of debentures was 
.raised, and Reeve Ferguson explained 
that debentures had been authorized 
by by-law in th council some two year 
ago; but oWing to the lew offer for 
same, and the money stringency, th. 
j matter was, allowed to remain in abey 
ance. Mr John Dallyn also informed 
the meeting to the same effect. 

Mr Evans was opposed to deben¬ 
tures, as was also Counc Tunney; 
and Mr Evans expressed the opinion 
thah it would be better even to levy 
twice the current, tax rather’ than is- 
sue debentures and put the dlsTTict 
into debt. Lt-Col. Rodden was in 
favor of debentures, as also were Mes¬ 
srs H. S. and G. Burtorr; all holding 
the opini-oin that we would not have 
good roads unless the debenture pic 
was adopted. 

Lt-Col. Rodden made a strong plea 
for good roads and for grants to the 
Chauvin Agricultural Society. Mrs 
McCrea was present and raised the 
matter of the grant asked tor to the 
Ribstone Fair; complaining that no 
action had been taken on the request, 
the letter being only filed; and Mrs 
McCrea asked the council to take fur¬ 
ther action of the letter sent # by the 
Ribstone W. I. Fairs committee. 

Mr. E. L. Muray spoke in favor of 
the issue of debentures to be spread 
over a 1'ong period, so that those com¬ 
ing after us would bear their pro¬ 
portion of expenses. 

Reeve Ferguson stated that if it 
could be shown to be the desire of the 
ratepayers that debentures should be 
isued, they might shortly have an 'Op¬ 
portunity to vote op the matter. 

The feeling of the meeting was that 
the council would receive ail tne hack¬ 
ing- they desired for the purpose of 
better roads construction. 

NOMINATIONS 

At three o'clock, the Returning Of¬ 
ficer (Mr Alfred Pettitt) declared the 
meeting open for nomintion for coun¬ 
cillors for division 4, 5, and 6. There 
were only three nominations handed 
in,and at four o'clock thq' returning 
officer declared the following duly el¬ 
ected for the term of two years as 
councillors for the respective divi¬ 
sions of the Municipal District of Rib¬ 
stone, No. 421: —

Returning officer then declared the 
meeting adjourned

8:well moved that this be done. Car¬ 
ried. 

Bridges:-Secretary was instructed 
to forward to the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works, the location of bridges re¬ 
quired in the District, Rc-H.B. and 
C P.R. lands acquired for road works; 
these amounts were ordered to be 
paid : on proof of registration, on mo¬ 
tion of Counc. Dumont. Carried. 

Petitions for roads and bridges 
were referred to the Councillors for 
the respective districts, to be report¬ 
ed upon as soon as possible. 

Hospital District: Secretary was 
instructed to write to Wainwright 
Hospital Committee, stating that this 
District was not in shape to take 
action at the present time. 

Public Health Nurse:- The matter 
of providing Public Health Nurse for 
service^ between three Municipalities 
was fully discussed, and Secretary 
was instructed to reply to the Depart¬ 
ment, to the effect that the cost was 
considered too high under the plan 
proposed, and that this Council would 
prefer some form of compulsory ex¬ 
amination by the Municipal Medical 
officer at a fixed fee per child ex¬ 
amined; the nearest M.O. to act for 
two or three Municipalities. This 
plas would ensure a better qhance of 
^.©fpct^^eiri^-nttenctHcl to i<CY

Secretary was instructed tii enforce 
the collection of arrears of taxes and 
seed grain loans; using distress pro¬ 
ceedings where necessary. 

Municipal Weigh Scales: At the 
request of a committee appointed by 
the Chauvin District U.F.’A., the 
Council discused the matter oi erect¬ 
ing and operating Municipal Scales. 
The Reeve and Secretary were ap¬ 
pointed to meet the Council of the 
Village of Chauvin, «or a committee

RULES 


1. All exhibitors must be members 
of Chauvin Agricultural Society. 

2. All seeds entered for competition 
ed. 

8. Any exhibitor making -entry un¬ 
der any of the above classes thereby 
guarantees that his exhibit is a fair 
must have been grown in the year 
1920 by the exhibitor, who must have 
for sale at least 50 bushels in the 
classes for wheat, oats, and barley; 
25 bushels for flax, and rye; and 5 
bushels for potatoes. 

3. In classes 1 to 11 inclusive one 
bushel of seed shall be shown; in 
classes 12 to 15, one-half bushel. All 
exhibits olVieed 9hall be held to be 
representative of the total quantity of 
such seed offered for sale by the ex¬ 
hibitor. 

4. No premium shall be awarded on 
exhibits that contain impurities, 
in the opinion of the judge, are of 
noxious nature. 

5. No exhibitor shall receive more 
than one prize in any class. 

6. All samples of seed must be 
labelled, after judging, with the name 
and address of the exhibitor, the name 
of the variety, the amount of seed 
for sale and selling price. 

7. The committee in conjunction 
with the judges reserve the right to 
debar any exhibit on which, in their 
judgment, a prohibitive price is plac- 
sample of the seed he has for sale 
and that the said sample • has only 
been cleaned through a fanning mill 
not more than twice, and furthermore 
with particular reference to oats, that 
nothing has been done that would 
come under the head of “clipping” 
“blanketing” rubbing,” etc. 

9. Before prizes are paid, each ex¬ 
hibitor will be required to certify that 
his exhibit strictly complies with re¬ 
gulation. In case of failure to do so 
the next in order will be awarded the 
prize. 

10. In the event of less than three 
entries in any class, first or other 
prizes will only be awarded at the 
discretion of the judge. 

11. Poultry exhibits shall consist of 
two females and one male. Ducks, 
Geese and Turkeys, one each. 

12. All poultry must be exhibited in 
tight bottom crates, such that the 
judge may be able to remove the birds 

13. In the event of more than 
three entries in any chicken class, a

In dis¬ 
tricts, where, owing to freight rates, 
the market price of grain is relatively 
low, a relatively larger proportion of 
stock should be kept. If a farm con¬ 
tains some land which is markedly 
different from 
soil, it is advisable to crop this land 
different from the main type of tfcjf 
under a sperate cropping system. 


Selecting Seed 

Several thousand Alberta farmers 
arc now considering the purchase of 
seed grain for the 1921 crop. Some 
of then will follow “old methods” and 
scoop their seed grain from their bins 
when they are ready to sow within a 
few weeks. Many of these will be 
disappointed with results next fall. 
Many will be no farther ahead than 
they were a year ago. Some will 
be farther behind. There will be 
thoughtful farmers who have studied 
with reputations, get seed that they 
know will be acclimated to the local¬ 
ity as near as possible. They will 
get seed that has been tested, cleaned 
and guaranteed It will cost them, 
more money but it will pay them dol¬ 
lars for the cents that are expended 
for seeds of reputation. They will 
know that the high priced farm mach¬ 
inery they are buying to prepare the 
seed bed, sow’ the seed, harvest it and 
haul it to market, is being bought for 
work with high-class material. They 
can better afford to pay big freight 
rates, high tariff and all the other ex¬ 
penses that go with high grade farm 
machinery, if they are getting it to 
use on seed that will produce enough 
more bushels and of a higher value 
than they ever grew r before. 


ent of the nearest Experimental Farm, 
or with a representative of the Pro* 
viincial Department of Agriculture. 
The information might save him con¬ 
siderable money. 

The rotation selected should possess 
the. following charcteristics. It 
should not fail to give, at least a fair 
immediate return by having a propor¬ 
tionate area in a cash crop. It would 
be unwise to make too radical change 
from the proportion of cash crops now 
grown although a small reduction may 
have to be made in order to introduce 
grass crops. The rotation should pro¬ 
vide work for the horses during the 
greater part of the growing season, 
because other things being equal, or 
nearly so, the larger the area whict 
can be handled by one man, the more 
profit for that man. Where an appre¬ 
ciable change is made in the cropping 
system by increasing the acreage of 
grass, more live stocx will be requir¬ 
ed; this live stock will utilize the

Undoubtedly both , statements are 
correct. Being corect, they summar¬ 
ize the absolute necessity of develop¬ 
ing (mixed farming rather than wheat 
growing. If the Farmer cannot make 
money selling wheat at $1.50 per 
hushel as soon as it is threshed, he 
certainly cannot make money by 
holding the wheat six months and 
then selling it for only enough ad¬ 
vance to cover the shrinkage of the 
grain and the cost of storage—and 
occasionally selling it for no more 
or for less than he oould have got at 
threshing time. 


Crop Rotation 

(Experimental Farm Notes) 

The most important consideration is 
to decide what rotation would be most 
suitable. The prairie is an exceeding¬ 
ly extensive area of land including 
many different climates and types of 
soil. Different rotations are required, 
therefore, to meet these variations in 
soil and climate. The Dominion Ex¬ 
perimental Farms system has located 
in representative areas, Experimerital 
Farms \yhich have conducted experi¬ 
ments foi* several years in an effort to

the government side and the cabinet

Wheat Certificates

sources of 
local revenue are enlarged. The chief 
complaint was that the high schools 
provide very largely a state service 
rather than local, and that the num 
ber of nonresident pupils taken care 
of at these institutions constitute s 
charge on the local ratepayers which 
cannot be borne. 

The minister of education admitted 
the force of the arguments advanced 
but stated plainly that the govern¬ 
ment’s first obligation must be to ele¬ 
mentary schools of the province, since 
there were so many districts where 
even the common school costs could 
not be raised. When this responsi¬ 
bility was met to a reasonable de¬ 
gree, then the government would do 
the utmost for secondary schools. He 
thought the establishment of high 
school work in rural schools where 
possible, as proposed by the govern¬ 
ment in new legislation, would in 
teome measure relieve the situation in 
the towns and cities and would enable 
students in the country to take high¬ 
er educational work who would other¬ 
wise be denied the privilege.

that the line had broken and that we 
were in a trap. But it seems that I 
these men had been taken prisoners 
and that as their own guns were even 
then making a rubble heap of the 
roadway outside they were naturally 
anxious to get into some shelter. 
They did not heed the warning that I 
yelled up to them but came down the 
dugout as though the devil was after 
them. It was then that I noticed 
the fear in their eyes and heard their 
mumbled “Merci Kamrad” and I 
guessed thot they had maybe not so 
very minutes ago seen some of their 
pals killed with the bayonet and that 
they were completely unnerved. 
Looking them over I noticed that 
they were, with the exception of one 
who had no head -covering, all wear¬ 
ing the badge of the Prussian Guard 
on their hats, (they had no helmets). 
On asking the hatdd&s one in English 
what he was; he surprised us by re¬ 
plying that he was a saxon. Of 
course we knew, that they knew, that 
we had a sneaking regard for the 
Saxon troops and so we took this 
with a pinch of salt, so to speak. One 
of the prisoners was groaning and I 
went up to investigate what was 
wrong. The poor fellow had quite 
a large hole in the side of his body 
just at the bottom of his ribs and I 
motioned to a couple of the Huns to 
give me a hand to take him to the 
dressing station. Gee; We had some 
job and "when we were passing one 
of iour own fellows who had got pret¬ 
ty badly smashed up he cursed to 
Heinie in a watt that was nothing 


short of suberb but it got the goat of 
the fellows that were there, and, as 
the Fritz was a long way worse 
wiounded than he was, they told him' 
to shut his mouth. We got the poor 
fellow to the dressing station but he 
died in a couple of minutes after, 


from loss of blood.

CATTLE BRANDED 


AT THE FRONT 


Tt had become quite dry and we j 
were ready to proceed up into our 
position in the line. A man had been 
'sent up that afternoon to go over the 
way so that he could lead us in and 
there was a full section, as the bat¬ 
talion we were relieving had sent out 
men to lead the companies up into 
their places. 

After the usual delay we got 
started and were going nearly d*e 
north from our position. McCauley, 
(our guide) said that for a little way 
here he was not quite sure of his 
bearings and if we would stop there 
he would go and find the trench that 
we were close to and that we had to 
go up the line in, from there. We 
sat down and he went off, telling us 
to come to him when he shouted. He 
was only gone a minute when we 
heard him shout and on going toward 
him we found we were (ag*ain the 
trench and from there it was easier 
going. We went up this trench for 
a long way, nearly a mile, and were 
all the time getting closer to the Ver- 
ry lights and the machine gun fire. 
We crosed a piece of dead ground 
and then we got into a sunken road 
which the guide told us was the place 
we were to stay in. 

There were funk holes in the for¬ 
ward side of the road and these we 
soon found when we started to hunt j 
around. There was hardly room for’ 
two men in these places but so that 
we could get together we soon en¬ 
larged them with our entrenching tool 
The night was cold as we also knew 
that the front line was just tw r o hun¬ 
dred yards in front we did not get 
much sleep that night. 

In the morning Malone who had 
been with me, crawled out and took 
a look round, coming back immedi¬ 
ately with a tin of jam that was open¬ 
ed in the twinkling >of an eyelash. 
We then got some biseuits and start¬ 
ed to spread some jam on it, having 
our breakfast in this fashion. Ma¬ 
lone put the tin in a piece of wood 
from a German shell box just -outside 
the place we were sitting in. We were 
I should say, sitting out on the side. 
A shell landed some few yards be¬ 
hind us and shook some dirt down 
into the tin, filling it in to thetop. 
“Hell” exsleaimed Malone ‘‘Why the 
deuce don’t they kill a man instead 
of throwing sand in his grub” 

Presently, as I had nothing else to 
do, I started to hunt for something 
new and found it in the shape of some 
German ammunition and star shells 
that had been left behind when “he” 
did a hurried retreat from the place. 

Courcellette was just on our right, 
as we faced the front, and it was 
pretty well knocked out by this time 
We -could see the boilers of the old 
sugar refinery and all of the other 
ruins of the old town. 

I was noseing around in a pile of 
old junk Fritz left, when a fellow that 
I did not know came aver and also 
started to hunt. We finally got tir¬ 
ed of this and started up the sunken 
road, we passed the old gun posi¬ 
tions and came out to the top tof the 
slope where it was possible to see 
over towards Albert, there was only 
the forward bank of the sunken road 
here and to me the place did not look 
at all a good one so I started back. 
It was a funny thing that the other 
fellow and myself had not spoken to 
each other all the time we had been 
together. 

I had hardly got back to my funk- 
hole when a fellowa little way past 
me yelled “Stretcher bearer” as loud 
as he could, and at the same time, he 
started to runt oward the place I had 
just come from. Turning round I 
saw that the fellow’, that had just a 
few seconds before been with me and 
alive and well, was kicking up a dust 
in the roadway. They brought him 
down past me a while after and he 
was shot through the chest just above 
the heart. I think he must have 
looked over the top of the sunken 
road and a German sniper saw him, 
and of course that time you were as 
good as dead if a German sniper saw 
and could get a good shot at you. I 


afterwards found ont, (it was afr- 
ternoon) that the sniper could not 
have been less han seven hundred 
yards from the man. Some shooting 

( 'About 10.30 Fritz opened up with a 
few guns on the ruins that were cal¬ 
led Courcellette, you talk about the 
bricks and dirt flying, well I should 
s&y they sure did. The Hun straffed 
a portion of the town that was be¬ 
tween four and five hundred yards 
from us and the straffed area was 
not more than 200 yards square. Gee! 
He sure piled them into that place, j 
There were ground shells of all kinds 
anc| tons of nice black smokey shrap¬ 
nel. Of course there were lots of 
splinters coming over our Way but we 
did not mind that as long as he did 
not turn the guns in our direction. 
This little display of power stopped 
as quickly as it had begun and I 
heard afterwards ^hat while it wtas in 
progress one of our Colonels was kil¬ 
led in his dugout, w’hich was in the 
shelled area,, by one of the heavy 
shells, so if was headquarters that 
Fitz was after, he sure got it. 

Malone and I had had pinner and 
though Fritz was still dropping some 
"8T some two hundred yards away 
behind us, it was reasonably quite. 
We had, that morning, often wonder¬ 
ed why he was shelling with “8” so 
far from where there was anything 
but we found before the day was out, 
he was after the very sunken road 
that wc were in and we were to loose 
some men by the damned fire iof the 
same guns. 

I had just been up the road a few 
yards to see my friend Tattan and 
was coming back to my funk hole. 
Just about the time that I had reach¬ 
ed the edge of the hole there was the 
most awful noise started that it ha* 
ever been m y luck to hear. The noise 
was caused by machine guns and was 
"ecT sharp and in such volume that I 
ducked into the hole in the side of 
the road to without waiting to see 
by what it was caused. You would 
think by the sound that there was a 
million machine guns loose and to
